A MASTERLY DEFENSE OF PRESI- 
DENT CLEVELAND. 


The Georgia Senator Clearly Proves that President 
Cleveland bas the Constitutional Authority to 
Act in the Matter of Appointments as 
He Sees Proper—Speech in Full. 


The speech of Senator Josepn E. Brown in 
the United States senate, in opposition to the 
passage of the Edmund’s resolutions, was as 


follows: 

Mr. Brown—Mr. President, it seems to me there 
3a buta single question in e between the - 
dent of the United States and the gg me of this 
sepate. The question is, has the president the 
power to. remove a fed officer when, in his 
opinion, the public interest requires sueh re- 
moval, without the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, or is his power of removal confined tocases 
where the senate advises and consents to the re- 
moval? This is an important question. If the 
constitution confers the power of removal in such 
cases upon the president, then the senate has no 
right to interfere with him in the exerdise of that 
power; butif theconstitution does not confer the 
power ot removal upon the president, and does 
conifer upon congress the right to legislate mpon 
the question of removals, then we must look to the 
acts of congress in determiuing who has the right 
to exercise the power of removal. 

Now. let us examine for a moment the constitu- 
tional provisions on this subject. The constitution, 
a@riicle I, section 1, declares that— 

Tne executive power shall be vested in a presi- 
cent of the United States of America. 

a aiticle II, section 3 the constitution declares 

at— 


He (the president) shall take care that the laws 
are faithfully executed. 

In section 1 of article II it declares that before 
he enters on the execution of his office, the, presi- 
dent shall solemnly swear that he will fatthtully 
execute the office of president of the United States. 

There provisions of the constitution without 
other limitation would seem to vest the full an 
entire executive power of the government in the 
president, and not only to vest the executive 
power in him, but to enjoin upon him that he shall 
take care thatthe laws are faithfully executed, 
and to this end the constitution adds the solemn 
sanction of his official oath. 

What is the exec utive power of this government 
which is vested in the president jof tae United 
States? It embraces the power and duty of taking 
care that the laws are faithfully executed. Taken 
without limitation or qualification, it confers on 
the president the power to appoint at his pleasure 
such otlicers,the offices having been established 
by congress, a8 are necessary to the full, honest, 
and faithful execution of the laws of the United 
States; andifin any case any oiliccr or agent so 
appointed by the president should fail properly to 
discharge the duties assigned him, whether from 
incompetency, malpractice, neglect of duty, or 
from any other cause whatever,which rendered 
him practically inefficient, or which proved him 
to be unfaithful to his trust and dishonest, the 
president would have the undoubted power to re- 
move him and put another in his place, who 
would faithfully perform tbe duties assigaed to 


im. 

It follows, therefore, conciusively to my mind, 
that the president, possessed of the entire execu 
tive power of this government, commanded by the 
constitution to see toit that the laws are faithfully 
executed. and who has sworn faithfally to dis- 
charge that trust, does poeness, unless there is some 
other qualitication in the constitution to limit his 
power, the absolute right of a and re- 
moval of officers necessary to aid in the execution 
of that great trust. If, in other words, the constitu- 
tion contained no other provisions on that subject 
except those which I have read, it seems to methat 
there could be no question of the absolute power of 
thepicsident to remove a corrupt orinefticient officer, 
or indeed to remove any officer, when in his opinion 
the public interest requires a Change, and to ap- 
point a successor. 

I do not believe this position can be successfully 
controverted. 

Now, Mr, President, after the constitution has in 
explicit terms conferred upon the president this 
high, plenary, aud absolute power of executing the 
laws constitutionally passed by congress, by what 
qualifications has the constitution limited this 
power? Thepower conferred upon the executive 
by the provisions of the constitution already re- 
ferred to, toexecute the laws, being full, plenary 
and absolute, we must look to the constitution it- 
selfforsuch limitation of those powers as the 
framers of that instrument thought proper to im 


OFC. 

What are the limitationsimposed by the consti- 
tution? Article I], section 2, of the constitution 
puts a limitation on bis power of appointment. It 
declares that he (the president) shall have the 
power, by and with the advice and consent of the 
fenate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of 
the senators present concur, and heshall nominate 
and, by and with the advice and eonsent of the 
senate, sball appoint embassadors, other public 
Ministers and consuls, judges of thesupreme court, 
and all other officers of the United Sta:es whosea 
pointments are not nerein otherwise provided for, 
and which shall be established by law; but con- 

ress nay by law vest the appointment of such in- 

erior officers as they may think proper in the pres- 
ident alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of 
departinents. 

Now, here isa limitation upon the absolute power 
of appointment conferred on the president as pos 
eessor of the otherwise full executive power, to-wit: 
Thatin the appointment of embassadors and the 
other officers mentioned he must have the advice 
and consent of the senate before the appointment 
iscomplete. The portion of the constitution here 
quoied would, therefore, in all cases of oltices 
established, either by the constitution or by law, 
give the president the appointing power with the 
advice and consent of the senate; but he could 
make no appointment without: their advice and 
consentin any case, and neither the congress of 
the United States nor any other authority,if the 
limitation stopped here, could take from him the 
plenary power ofappointing allofficers ofthe United 
States, by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate. 

But the constitution does not stop here. After 
conferring this power on the president and senate 
of appointment of all officers, it provides that con- 
gress (and here is where the power of congress 
comes in,) may by law vestthe appointment of such 
inferior officers as they think proper in the presi- 
dent alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of 
departments. Now what part has congress to act 
in this matter if it keeps itself within the limits of 
the constitution? It has no power of appointment 
and no power to directappointments; but the pres- 
ident alone, by the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, hasa right tomake allappointments until eon- 
gress by law has thought proper to vest the ap- 

intment of inferior officers either in the presi- 

ent alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of 
departments. Congress has, therefore, under the 
constitution no power whatever to vest the ap- 
pointment of any inferior officer in any 
person or department except the president 
alone, or the courts of law, or the heads of depart- 
ments, nor has congress the right to put any limita- 
tion upon the appointing power of the president 
which has not been placed there by the constitu- 
tion. Congress can say that the president may ap. 
point inferior officers without the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, but it has no right to say that 
the president may appoint any superior oflicer 
without the consent of the senate. 

Congress has power to create offices, but it has no 
power to change the constiiutional mode of ap- 
pointing officers, and it has no power to confer tne 
appointment of luterior officers on anybody but the 
president, or the courts of law, or the heads of de- 
partments. Congress does therefore possess the 
power to divest the authority of the president and 
the senate to appoint inferior officers, bu: it 
has no power to limit the juris- 
diction of the president or the senate 
over the appointment of superior officers. Congres; 
may by law invest the courts or the headsof de- 
partments with the appointment of all inferior 
officers without any interference by the president 
or the senate, but it cannot limit the authority of 
the president and senate in making appointments 
in any Other manner than that prescribed by the 
constitntion, nor can it vest the appointing power 
in any other person or tribunal except in the three 
instances just mentioned. 

When congress has declared that the appoint- 
ment of any inferior officer shall be vested in the 
president alone, it bas interferred only in part with 
the power ofthe senate overthe question of ap- 
pointments, It has divested the jurisdiction of the 
senate in cases of such inferior officers, and left 
their appoiniment tothe president alone; but if 
congress thinks proper to confer the power on the 
courts of law or the heads of department, it there- 
by divests the jurisdiction of the president and the 
senate overthe appointment. But congress can 
only do this by law, and whenit is done congress 
has exhausted its power over appointments. Be- 
yord that it can take from the president no power 
of ay pointment or removals which the constitution 
has conferred upon him, and it can divest the sen- 
ate of no jurisdiction it has over the subject of ap- 

intmente. 

But it will be observed that the provisions of the 
constitution last referred to say nothing about re- 
movals from office. No one questions that the 
power resides somewhere to make removals of ofti- 
cers employed in the execution of the laws of the 
United States. Who has that power? Clearly con- 
giess does not have it as the legislative depart-

wae Madison, the great constitutional lawyer, 
who was justly termed the father ofthe constitu- 
tion. in the first proposition that was made, drew 
sharply the wee between the powers of the senate 

,e president. . 
ay cabinet officer was to be appointed by 
the president with the advice and cousent of the 
<¢ nate, and removable by the president. This led 
to along discussion, in which anumbDer of mem- 
bers participated, some for and some against. But 
I shall quote especially from Mr, Madison on ac- 
countof his eminént abilities, and becanse he had 
wore to do in making the constitution, and proba- 
bly understood it better, than any other mau liy- 
ingatthetime. He says: 

‘I think it absolutely unnecessary that the pres- 
ident should have the power of removing from 
office. It will make him in a peculiar manner re- 
sponsible for their conduct and snbjects him to im- 
peachment himself if he suffers thein to 2 petrate 
with impunity high crimes or misdemeanors 
against the United States, or neglects to superin- 
terd their conduct so as othe des their excesses. 
On the constitutionality of the dec jion 1 have 
no mahner of doubt.” 4 Leer ai 

Some contended that.an aficer<duld not be re- 
moved except by impeaGbment; others that he 
should be removed by the prsident with the advice 
and consent of the senate, but Mr. Madison said he 
bad no manner of doubt as tothe constitutionality 
of his removal by the president alone 

During the discussion Mr. Beason said he thought 
this an important question, and one in which they 
were obliged to take the constitution by construc- 
tion, for, although it detailed the mode of appoint- 
ing to office, it was not explicit as to supersedure. 
This clause, therefore, would bea mere declaration 
of the legislative construction on this point; He 
thought the importance and necessity of making 
the declaration that the chief magistrate might 
supersece a civil officer was evident, and he, 
therefore. voted for the clause as it stood. 

Mr. Vining said there were no uegative words in 
the constitution to preclude the president froin the 
exercise ofthis power, but there Was a strong 
presumption that he was invested with it, because 
it was declared that ail executive power should be 
vested in him except incase whereit was other- 
wise qualified: as, forexample, he could not fully 
exercise his executive power in making treaties 
unless with the adviceand consent of the senate, 
ihe same in appointment to oflice. He had no 
doubt but that the constitution gave this power to 
the presiGent, but if doubts were entertained he 
thought it prudent to make a iegislative declara- 
tion of the sentiments of cougress on this point. 
Mr Goodhue said: 

‘‘He wished to make the president as responsible 
Aas possible for the conduct of officers who were to 
execute the duties of hisown brapch or the govy- 
ernment. If a remoyal and appointment were 
placed in the hands of a numerous body, the r 
sponsibility would be lessened. He admitted that 
there was a propriety in allowing the senate to ad- 
vise the presidentin the choice of officers. This 
the constitution hdd ordained for a wise purpose, 
but there could be no real adyantage arising from 
the concurrence of the Senate tothe removal, but 
great disadvantages. It might beget faction and 
party, which would prevent the senate from pay- 
ing proper attention to public duties. Upon the 
whole, he concluded the community would be 
served by the best men when the senate concurred 
with the president in the sae gemece but if any 
oversight Was coynmitted it could best 
correcied by the superintending agent. 
lt was the peculiar duty of the 
president to watch over the executive offigers, but 
of what avail would be his inspection unle-s he 
had a power to correct the abuses he might dis- 
cover’ P 

Aagain, Mr. Madison says: 

“Ivissaidthat it coinports with the nature of 
things that those<who appoint should have the 
power ofremoyal, but I cannot conceive this sen 
timentis warranted by the constitution. I believe 
it would be found very inconvenient in practice. 
It is one of the most prominent features of the con- 
stitution, a principle that pervades the whole 
tem, that there should be the highest possible de 
gree of responsibility in all the exe: otlices 
thereof. Anything, therefore, which tends to les 
sen that responsibility is contrary toits spirit and 
intention, and unless it is saddled upon us express- 
ly by the letter of that work I shall oppose the ad- 
mission of itinto any actof the legislature. Now 
if the heads of the departments are subjected to re- 
moval by the president alone, we have in him se- 
curity for the good behavior of the officer. If he 
does not conform to the judgment of the president 
in aiding the execution of the duties of his office 
he can be dis; laced. This makes him responsible 
to the great executive power and makes the presi 
dent responsible ,to the puplictor the conduct of 
the person he has nominated and appointed to aid 
him in the administration of his department, But 
if the president shall join in a collusion with this 
officer and continue a bad man in oltice, the case 
of impeachment will reach the culprit @ud drag 
him forth to punishment. 

‘“Butif you take the other construction and say 
he shall not be displaced but by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate, the president is no 
longer answerable for the condnet of the officer. 
All willdepend upon the senate. You here de- 
stroy the real responsibility, without obtaining 
even the shadow ; for no gentleman can pretend to 
say that the responsibility of the senate can be of 
such nature as to afford substantial security. But 
why, it may be asked, was the senate joined with 
the prcsident in appointment to office, if they have 
no responsibi'ity? “I'answer, merely for the sake 
of advising, being supposed, from their nature, 
better acquanted with the character of the candi- 
dates than an individual; yet even here the presi- 
dentis held to the responsibility—he nominates 
and with their consent, appoints. No person can 
be forced upon him as an assistant by any branch 
of the government.”’ 

Mr. Clymer said: 

“The power of removal was an executive power, 
and as such belonged to the president alone by the 
express words of the constitution—‘The executive 
power shall be vested in a president of the United 
S:etescf America.’

Nr. Vining said : 

“It is well known that the senate are to decide 
upon ar impeachment made by the house. Now, 
can they be imperttal judges when they’ have al- 
ready given their judgment in the case’? Suppore 
the president cammuuicates his suspicions to the 
senate respecting the malfeasance of a public o!i- 
cer, and they, from factious or. party views, or in- 
deed tor want of information, refuse their consen: 
tothe removal, can they be the equal and unbiasee) 
judicature which the constitution contemplates 
them to be?”’ 

He thougbt they conld not. 

The motion of Mr, Madison wascarried by a very 
considerahle majorityin favorof declaring the 
power of removal to bein the president and the 
same construction prevailed in the senate. 

Referring to this act of théeongress of 1789,in tue 
ca:e of Marbury vs. Madison, .Chief Justice Mar- 
shall says: 

“By the constitution ofthe United States the 
president of the United States is invested with cer- 
tain important political powersinthe exercise of 
which he is to use his own discretion, and is ac- 
countable «nly to his country in his political char- 
acter andto his own conscience. To aid him in 
the performance of these duties he is authorized to 
appoint certain oflicers who act by his authority 
and in conformity to his orders. In such cases their 
acts are his sets, and whatever — may be 
entertained ef the manner in which executive dis- 
cretion may be used, stili there exists and can 
exist no power to control that discretion. The sub- 
jects are political. They re the nation, not in- 
dividualzights, and being fmtrusted tothe execn- 
tive, the decision ofthe executive is conclusive. 
The application of this remark will be perceived by 
adverting to the act of congrsss for establishing a 
department of foreign affairs. This officer, as his 
duties were prescribed by that act, has to conform 
precisely tothe will ofthe president. Heis the 
mere organ by whom his wil! is communicated.”

On May 2nd, 1869, a change of administration 
having taken place, General Grant having been 
elected president, that distinguished officer sent a 
messege to congress recommending the repeal of 
this act, which I do not think 1 characterize too 
strongly when I say it was conceived in passion 
aud brought forth in prejudice, and should,as Gen- 
eral Grant recommended, have been swept from 
the statute book without delay. 

The party in power having refused to do this, 
they passed an act on the 5th day of April, 18%. by 
which the two sections of the act of 1867, whieh I 
have quo ed, are declared repealed, andin Leu of 
said sections the following was enacted:

Now, Mr. President, the two first seetionsof the 
act of 1567 are essentialiy at variauce with the act 
of 1°09.

Two years later passion and prejudice hadin a 
great measure subsided, and the congrass were in 
better condition to consider the great question 
with which they were dealing. It is true that sec- 
tion J of the act of 1569 retains the substantial pro- 
vision of section lof the act of 1867, to the effeer 
thatan ofiicer holding office to which he has been 
appointed by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate, shall not be removed by the presi- 
cent without the advice and and consent of the 
senate “except as herein otherwise provided 

The second section provides otherwise in all sus- 
pensions made by the president during the recess 
of the senate. The act of 1867 limits the president 
Guring the recess of the senate in making suspen- 
‘ions to cases where he can show misconduct, or 
Crime, or incapability, or disqualification, and he 
isbound to report the suspensionto the senate, 
with the evidenc aud reasons for his 
action. Now if this were the law 
today, and it were passed without violation of the 
constitution of the United States, there would be 
no question thatthe senate in acting upon the 
case of a suspended federal officer would have 
the right to call upon the president not only for 
the papers in his possession which related to the 
removal, but for all the evidence lié might possess 
in the case. This was the absurd extentto which 
the act of 1867 was carried in violation of the fun- 
camental law of the land. So much

The statute makes no snch provision, and eon- 
fers upen this senate ro power to vote on the ques- 
tion of removal. If it is contended that the vote 
pm the confirmation of the nominee of the presi- 
dent, if unfavorable, is a vote against the removal 
of ihe original incumbent, and works & rejection 
of the nominee and reinstates the incumbent. 
then the subsequent provision of the sta'nte.

person to fill the place, isasimple absurdity. In 
other words, if the vote of the senate to relect the 
nominees is to be taken as a yote against the re 
moval the suspended officer, why is it 
necessary to have two or more yotes against the 
suspension? Ifthe president nominates another 
perron for the office, and the senate then refases 
to confirin that person. which one of the votes,and 
both are required by the stacute,is the vote against 
ths removal,and which is the vote on the confirm 
ation of the nominee?

Suppose, as in case of other vacancies, that the 
senate shenld reject the second nominee. why 
might he not send a third and a fourth, and if the 
tebate shouid reject each, whieh vote of rejection 
of the nominee was the vote refusing to consent to 
the removra! of the suspended officer? Was itthe 
firs No, because the statute provides for another 
nomipetion and a second vote, noton the removal, 
but on the confirmation, and whe can doubt in 


| thet case, thai if the senate should reject the sec- 


ond nominee that the president, by virtue of the 
ower vested in bim by the constitution, would 
jave the right to make a third or a fourth, 
or as many more as might be necessary 
until the Senate should confirm some 
w«rthy nominee? Butit maybe said that in such 
case Lhe senate would refuse to confirm any nomi- 
nee. We cannot supposethat the senateavould do 
so absurd and unjustan act as to refuse to confirm 
a second nomitee,if he was worthy and weil 
qualified, and there were no good cause of rejec- 
tion. We camnot suppore the senate would act 
upon its —— its passion or its feeling of hos- 
tility tothe president in confirming orrejecting a 
nomination made by him. Such action would 
lower the dignity of the senate and do gross injus- 
tice to the individual. 

But suppose I am wrong about all this.and when 
the senate has rejected a first and 
second nominee to fill the place of 
the suspenced cil.cer, for both votes are require 
by the statue, and bas adjourned without consent- 
ing tothe appeintment of anyone to fill it, that 
such adjournment by the senate without aciion re- 
stores the suspended oflicerto his office, still heis 
not reinstated, so that he can, under the language 
of the first section ofthe act, “hoid such office,”’ for 
no one, ] apprehend, will qnestion the right of the 
president the very bourthat the senate has ad 
journed toissne anotber order suspending hin, 
ard appointing a proper person to take the oflice 
with its emoluments. Bear in mind, then, Mr. 
Picsident, that there isno provision in the act of 
1869 that practically reinstates the 
suspended oflicer in his office. The senate 
has ‘no powerto reinstate him and anthorize him 
to ‘hold his oftice.”’ He cannot under any possi- 
bility without the cousent of the president, afier 
he has once been suspended, hold the position for 
a single hour. If the president suspends him 
again as soon as the sepate adjourns he is practi- 
cally out of office until the adjournment of the 
next session of the senate, and nobody will deny 
I suppose, that the president in his discretion may 
suspend him from time to time, as often as there 
is a recess of the senate, and appoint another per- 
son to hold the office until the end of the next 
session of the senate. If the senate during each 
session refuses to confirm the nominee, it is made 
the duty of the president not to reinstate the sus- 
pended otticer, but at each session to nominate 
another person to fill the office, 

But it hasbeen argued here that the supreme 
court of the United States, in Embry’s case, United 
States Reports, volume 100, has decided that the 
suspended officer is reinstated after the senate a/- 
journs without confirming his successor, An ex 
amination of that case wiillshow that the senator 
who veed it was mistaken as tothe point decided. 
The question raised was notone of theright of the 
suspended officer to be reinstated in his office, but 
it was a question who had the right to tne 
salary dusing the time of the 
suspension, and the supreme court decided, and all 
that it decided was, that the suspended officer had 
no right to the salary during the time, but that the 
person who filled the office and did the duties was 
entitled to the salary. That was the decision, aad 
it was all that was decided. Inthatecase, the first 
assistant postmaster general had notified the gus 
pended officer after the adjournment of the senate 
to resume the duties of the oflice until the case 
could be submitted to the attorney general, and no 
question had been raised about the effect of the 
suspension or his right to be reinstated, It was an 
action brought by the suspended officer for the sal- 
ary during the time he was out of office, 

Chief Justice Waite says, in delivering the opin- 
Ol: 

‘‘We have bad no difficulty in reaching the con- 
clusion that the appellant is not entitled to recover. 
The important constitutional question which has 
ut times occupied the attention of the political de- 
paitments of the government ever since its organi- 
zation, and which was brought to our attention in 
the argument, is not, as we think, involved. The 
question here presented is not one of office, but of 
sulary. Wherever the power of removal trom otlice 

vy rest, all agree that congress has fli coat 
laries, except those of the president and judges 
o! the courts of the United States.’ 

The question before the supreme court of the 
LChited States in Embry’s case, therefore, 
question of salary, and the chief justice ex 
Cisclaimseven the consideration of the « 
as to whether the president had the right to make 

emovals from oftice, or whether the senate hada 

ght to be consulted. The decision, therefyre, 
raetically has no bearing on this question. 

Theo,as neitherthe senate nor any other tribunal 
has any powertoprevent the suspension, in the 
discretion of the presideaot, during the reegss of the 
senate, and as neither the senate norany other 
power inthis government can practically reinstate 
the suspended officer, what hasthe senate to do 
With the case of suspension or removal’ It has no 
jurisdiction and no power to control it, and it 
usurps an authority uot conferred upoa it by the 
constutution or the laws when it atterapts to inter- 
fere. It bas o0 more right to demandof the presi- 
dent the evidence on which he acted or the rea- 
sous for his action thanit has to demand of the 
supreme court the reasous for the decision made by 
that court, orto demand of the house of represen- 
tatives the reasons why it refused to pass a bill 
passed and sentit by the senate. It has a0 more 
power over the subject than the president haa to 
require the eenate, when he has nominated a per- 
son to filla vacancy, to give the reasons for the re- 
jection of such person or to produce the papers that 
influenced the action of thesenate. The attempt 
is a naked, bold usurpation ou the part of this sen- 
ate. 

Mr. Presideni, the absurd act of 1867 never was 
the law of thisland Itisin plain and palpable 
violation of the provisions of the constitution to 
which I bave referred. It attempted without an- 
thority to limit the legitimate power which the 
consiitution confers upon the president in mak- 
ing removals from office. 

I concinde then, that the 
tution which confers upon the president the exec- 
utive power of the United States confers the rigit 
subject to the qualifications afterwards mentioned, 
'o appoint or remove any and ail officers of the 
United States. The unlimited executive power ol 
a state certainly carries with it the power of ar- 
pointment and the removal of the persons to fill 
the offices designated by law as necessary 
complete execution of the executive power. L 
executive power vested by the constitution in the 
president has the following ljmitations 

Thatthbe president has no powerto remove a 
judge of the United States court 

That the president's appointing 
to the advice and consent of the senate. 

That congress has no power to !imit the appoint- 
ing power ofthe president andsenate in case of 
superior officers. 

‘hat congress has the power by law to divest the 
appointing power of the presidentand the senate 
in cases Of inferior officers, By conterring the pow- 
er of appointment on the courts of law or the heads 
of departments, or it may divestthe power ofthe 
fenate over the question by conferring the power 
of appointment of inferior officers upon the presi- 
centalone. But this power rests with the presi- 
cent and senate until congress has divested it in 
the president alone, orin the courts of law, or in 
the heads of departments; and congress can yest it 
nowhere else. 

That congress has no appointing power, but it 
may by law confer en the presifenf or the courts of 
law orthe headsof departments the appointing 
power in case of inferior officers. 

That the executive power, which inclndes the 
power of appointment and removal, when con- 
ierred without other limitation, is still left in the 
hands of the president with the qualifications as to 
treaties and appointments already mentioned. 

That the executive power vested in the president 
confers on him the power of removal in all cases 
of appointment with the advice and consent of the 
senate, and that power is not limited asin the case 
of the appointing power by any other provision of 
the constitution. 

The legislative department of the government 
has no right to limit it, because the constitution 
has conferred it upon the president without lim- 
itation. The senate has no right to limit it because 
the senate possesses only such powers as are Cor- 
ferred upon it by the constitution, and the consti 
tution confers upon the senate noeuthority to limit 
the presiden’s power of removal which he pow 7sses 
as an important part of his executive power. 

I hold, then, that the president under 
the constitution, except in ease judges of the 
United States courte} the unlimited power in his 

iscretion to remove all federal office holders ap 
pointed as above mentioned by the president with 
the consent of the senate, and for the exercise of 
that power he is neither amenaple to con nor 
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pu

‘WaSsHINGTON, March 27.--[Special.]—The 
river and harbor bill was completed by 
the committee today and will be reported to 
the house on Monday. It carried a total of 
$15,164 200, which will probably be raised to 
$16,000,000 by amendments in the house and 
senate. Thisis the second largest river and 
harbor bill on record, but it must be remem- 
bered that it covers an appropriation for two 
years,as the bill-failed at the lastisession. The 
‘only other larger appropriation for rivers and 

rbors was 2 bill for $19,000,000 which was 
passed over President Arthar’s veto fouryears 


‘ago.’ Georgia has fared well because of the in- 
_ Gustrious eXorts of her representatives, aided 


by delegutes from Savannah and Brunswick. 

Mr. Oates bas reported favorably to the ju- 
diciary committee the bill which was referred 
to him as a sub-committee to remove the bar 
of limitations on the claim of Samuel Noble,of 
Apniston, for eight hundred bales of cotton 
appropriated by the United States government. 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, has a bill before 
the committee, which is favorably received,re- 
moving the bar froma number of other claims 
of like character. Thesupreme court has de- 
ciced that it does not require proof of loyalty 
to recover property of the class alluded to, 

THE EDMUNDS RESOLUTIONS, 

Now that the Edmunds resolutions are fi- 
nally disposed of, the prevailing impression 
among senators of both parties is that pending 
nominations will be taken + up 
and disposed of rapidly. It 
is plainly not the intention of the majority 
to constiue these resolutions as binding upon 
the senate to reject any nomination simply 
and solely because papers on file may be re- 
fused. Leading repubiican senators in the 
closing debate declared that notwithstanding 
the resolutions they would consider them- 
selves fiec to consider nominations to take the 
place of suspended republicans upon the merits 
or demerits of the cases, respectively. A re- 
publican senator said today that he should 
certainly vote upon each and every nomina- 
tign—just as if the resolutions had not 
been adepted, though he voted 
forthem. Headded thathe expected to see 
all pending nominations confirmed except 
such, if there be any, as it may be shown 
are of bad character. It seems to be under- 
stood that the senate will not persist in de- 
manding papers relating to cases of suspension. 
In cases where a suspended official has com- 
plained that he has reason to believe charges 
have becu made against him, the simple state— 
ment of asenator that no such charges exist 
will be taken as sufficient. ‘There are cases, it 
is said, where suspensions have been made be- 
cause of some delinquency on the part ofthe 
incumbent. In such cases, as a rule, the de- 
posed incumbent has not manifested any desire 
for an ‘investigation, and his silence will be 
construcd to mean that he has no objection to 
going out of office. The senate will begin 
early next week, perhaps on Monday, to hold 
executive sessions quite regularly, and the 
calendar of nominations will be cleared up 
yretty rapidly. Republicaa senators, gener- 
ally, wantto pursue this policy.

TONGUES OF SILVER.

Debate in the National House of Represen- 
tatives. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—In the house the 
debate on the silver question was opened by 
Mr. Culberson of Texas. 

Mr. Culberson announced himself in favor 
of fair play and fair dealing with silver. He 
was a friend of silver and was in favor of plac- 
ing it ou the same plane with gold in regard 
iocoinage and making 1t a full, unqualified 
cebt-paying power. 

Mr. Loug,Zof Massachusetts, asa bi-metalist, 
was Oppesed tothe continuance of the present 
policy of coinagein silver indefinite and un- 
limited in time and therefore in amount,which 
unless we check or set some limit to it, will as 
surely excurrencise or exp atriate gold as the 
sun will rise tomorrow. 

Mr. Dargan, of South Carolina, declared that 
the so called friends of silver held the light 
otexperience in contempt, and held that those 
who diff'red with their views were the ene- 
mies not only of the country but of the whole 
human race. They had been lond in their 
denunciations, and had included in these de- 
nunciations the president and secretary of the 
treacury, but all that they had done had boen 
to send forth an empty blast of words. They 
had been fierce in tongue, but gentie in action. 
It was now proposed to permitthe free coin- 
age of silver, while the undeniable fact was 
that, having been fully and fairly tried in 
this country and Europe, free coinage and 
bimetalism had always been and would always 
be, a complete failure. 

Mr. Dargan made a strong plea for the es- 
tablishment of a single gold standard and ad- 
vocated the suspension of coinage under the 
Bland act, declaringthe so-called debt paying 
dollar wasin reality a debt-scaling dollar— 
nothing buteighty cents worth of bullion 
with a falsehood stamped upon it. The differ- 
ence between an advocate of the eighty cent 
dollar and the advocate of a fiat greenback 
was a difference of degree, and not of princi- 
ple. Why the friend ofsilverdid not advo- 
cate tin, which was as bright as silver, for his 
dollar, thereby having more fiat and less val- 
ué, was no doubt a great mystery to his aily, 
the greenbackers. 

In concluding his speech, he said: 

The device of flooding the country with depre- 
ciated silver dollars in order to make everybody 
rich, seriously threatens to make everybody poor, 
and when it is remem d how many of the ad- 
vocates of free coinage are opposed to the passage 
of the bankruptcy bill, now pending, we may rea- 
fonably expect that the result of congressional 
legislation will be not only to create but also to 
keep on hand an abundant supply of these poor 
men, sO near tothe heart and so necessary to the 
eloquence of the average politician This wide- 
spread want of confidence is especially 
injurious to the — south. Venturing to

He at times complains of 
headache, butthat is to be expected it is one of 
the results of the trouble at the base of the 
brain.” 

“His pulse is rather variable.” said Dr. 
Hamilton, “but not quite so much so as yes- 
terday.”’ “He isnot out of danger. understand 
me,’ said Dr. Linculn, “and will not be for 
some time yet, but we fecl encouraged as time 
coes by, time alone can solve the problem.”

POWDERLY’S POWER. 


THE PREVAILING STRIKES ON 
WESTERN RAILROADS. 


The Corfiict Between Chairman Irons and the Mas- 
ter Workman—An Attempt to‘Interview Jay 
Gould—A Freight Train Sidetracked— 
Protest of Business Men, Etc. 


CHICAGO, March 27.--The publication of 
General Master Workman Powderly’s secret 
address to the Knights ef Labor surprised the 
local knights. It was found that for the three 
months past they had been making knights 
in this city at the rate of 4,000 per week. 
George Rodgers, a member of the executive 
committee, said in regard to the address: 

“TJ bave been apprehensive for some time 
that our rapid growth would lead to extrava- 
gances in the way of strikes and demands 
which would involve knights in serious diffi- 
culties. Our organizers are to blame in some 
places. They want to make a showing and 
they yield to the request of dissatisfied labor 
to become organized, Then, too, I have no- 
ticed that new assemblies are anxious to try 
their strength. It is like a boy with 
a new pair of boots. He wants to 
kick something. Powderly haslong consid- 
ered this movement and I feel sure he has 
made no mistakein his pronunciamento. In- 
cendiary interviews with prominent knights 
concerned in the Missouri Pacific strike have 
done much to widen the breach between the 
men and their employers. The knights are 
already the greatest organization of labor ever 
known, and ifthey heed Powderly’s advice 
they will yet become more 
powerful by absorption, taking in open unions, 
they are yiclding and gradually coming in 
one by one. This bringing the boycott, the 
mighty engine of our order, to bear on petty 
cases willdestroy its usefulness. So many 
firms will be on the list soon that no knizht 
can keepthemin mind. I hopethey will be 
restricted.” 

A TALK WITH MR. IRONS. 

ST. LOUIS, March 27.—Chair- 
man Irons, of the execu- 
tive committce district assembly 101, when 
shown the statements of Powderly and Turn- 
er, telegraphed from NeweYork and Philadel- 
phia last night, said: 

“It isnot necessary for me to give any an- 
thority for anything I have said; we don’t 
have to be guided by what Mr. Powderly says. 
The general committee has no power here and 
it cannotcome in here and settle this trou- 
ble unless we request it.” 

When Mr. Turner's statement, in which he 
declares that Mr. Irons is one of the men who 
is C@uing the order great injustice, was shown 
him, he said: “I have nothing to say about 
that, and I will not be drawn into a news- 
paper controversy with Mr. Powderly or Mr. 
Tarner, and they have no right to denounce 
me in this manner.”’ 

“But you made the statement complained 
of?’ was asked. 

“What I said,’ replied Mr. Trons, “‘was that 
if the strike is not settled, it might extend 
over all the railroads in the country; and I 
will tell you more than I said—and that it may 
extend to ail knights all over the country.” 

RUNNING FREIGHT TRAINS. 

Sr. Louris, March 27.—At 10:25 this after- 
noon a freight train of twenty cars made up 
in the Missouri Pacific yards and under protec- 
tion of asquad of palice made its way west- 
ward through the city uninterrupted by any 
violence from strikers. No crowd gathered at 
the yards and none of any extent atany of tlie 
CTOSSINgS. 

At 1:30 o clock this afternoon the Vandalia 
road in East St. Louis succeeded in getting out 
a freight train of eleven cars. About 700 men 
were standing around the depot at the time. 
An Ohio and Mississippi freight train moved 
as if to start out, and the crowd made a rush 
to stop it. This action of the strikers left the 
tracks around the depot clear. The Vandalia 
engineer, who was al! ready to start, saw his 
chance, put on steam and started away. Onae 
of the crowd saw the move, and running ahead 
turned the switch signal across the track, ex- 
pecting the engineer would stop when he saw 
the track blocked; but the engineer turned on 
more steam and crashed through the sigaal, 
The train was oll, and in a few minutes out of 
sight, 

The Vandalia railway train that made so 
suecessful and sharp an exit from Est St. 
Louis yards was “braked” at the city limits. 
The police escort alighted, jumped on a wait- 
ing car, were run back tothe Missouri Pacific 
yaids, where, under their guard, a second 
train was made up, which succeeded in passing 
through the city under circumstances precisely 
similar to those attepding the progress of the 
first train. The yardmaster of the Iron Moun- 
tain railroad yards in this city, aided by a force 
of police, made up and started out a freight 
train of eleven cars over that road this morn- 
ing. There were no attempts at interference 
ou the part of strikers and no excitement at- 
tended the train’s departure, the crowds at the 
yards and along the tracks being of small di- 
mensions. 

KANSAS CITY, March 27.—The Missouri 
Pacific company succeeded in sending out a 
freight train east between 5 and 6 o'clock this 
morning, while the yards were comparatively 
deserted. Preparations were made tostart a 
train this p. m.,and a large crowd gathered. 
The strikers persuaded the engineer and fire- 
man to leavethe engine. The attempt was 
delayed till tomorrow. A freight train ar- 
rived from Sedalia at 4 o’clock, the first arriv- 
al during the strike. 

ATCHISON, Kansas, March 27.—A freight 
train gotout and two camein on the Missouri 
Paciic today. 

LittLE Rock, Ark.,. March 27.—Today 
freight trains were sent north and south from 
this point, the latter stopping at Hope, the 
southern terminus of the division. No oppo- 
sition was made by any persons to trains run- 
ning. Anengine at Texarkana was “killed” 
during the day. One hundred stands of arms 
were shipped today to Captain Trigg, of the 
Gate City Guards, Texarkana, by the governor 
who telegraphed: 

“Be very cautious to prevent bloodshed if possi- 
ble, and act only in conjunction with the civil au- 
thorities to preserve peace and prevent disorder.”’ 

Judge Byrne, of the circuit court, read the 
riot act this evening, and the day passed off 
quietly, the militia being present, but having 
nothing to do. 

TEXARKANA, March 27.—The railroad men 
are under the protection of militia. They 
have succeedrd in moving three engines, 
which are noW being successfully operated 
with detachments of militia on each engine. 

SEDALIA, Mo. March 27.—The freight train 
sent out yesterday traveled ninety miles east- 
ward unmolested, and was then side-tracked 
by the company. Another train went to Lex- 
ington for coal and returned to-day. Three 
strikers “killed” a switch engine yesterday. 
They were arrested. 

CITIZENS’ MASS MEETING. 

TEXARKANA, March 27.—At a mass meeting 
of citizens Thursday night many Knights of 
Labor were present, and the local executive 
committee publicly expressed their determin- 
ation to assist the citizens in carrying out 
the law and in _ protecting = railroad 
property. In order to test their 
professions, the county officers, 
with a number of leading citizens, visited the 
roundhouse of the Iron Mountain road yester- 
day afternoonand got out an engine. The 
sheriff and a possee boarded the locomotive, 
as did also the Knights of Labor. They soon 
had steam up and were about torun the en- 
gine out of the yard when a mob 
of about four hundred strikers 
confronted the engine, caught the switchman 
and the oflicer on guard by their necks, threw 
them asidé and then switched the engine on 
tide of the track. This outrage has resulted in 
the withdrawal of all confidence fromthe 
knights, as it was directly contrary to the pro- 
fessions of good will made by the local commit- 
tee. Thecitizens have resolved to obtain state 
aid. Sheriff Hamilton has telegraphed to 
Governor Hughes asking for militia, aad has 
been authorized to call out the Gate City 
Guard of this city. The Guard have been 
notified to hold themselves in readiness to re- 
spond at short notice. Many of the better 
class of the Knights of Labor depreciate the 
course teing pursued, and thereis no doubt 
that many withdrawals from the organization 
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will take place. The citizen@arte’ ;

ORGANIZED AGAINST THE KNIGHTS, . 

Boston, March 27.—It it 1s understood here 
that the so-called Cotten Mannufacturers’-asso-.

by the Knights of Labor. It is said that the 
purpose of the manufacturers ia to protect 
themseives against such strikes as those at, 
Bates’ mills in Lewiston and the A. 
Moskeag in Manchester by a generat 
shut down whenever the agents considera 
needless strike is instituted against any one of 
associaicd companies, Mili men disclaim any 
purpose to oppress labor, hat desire to put it 
out of thepowerofthe Knights of Labor to 
take hasty or ill advised action against any 
one mill or any individual agent. 

THE STRIKE TO SPREAD. 

CBATTANoceA, Tenn:, March 27.—[Special.} 
Prowinent railroad officers express the belief 
that unless the strike in the west is speedily 
settled a general strike will ensue on all the 
leading trunk lines in the south. The signs 
plainly indicate this and they are preparing 
for it. The railroads centering here have sign- 
ed orders that no freight for points beyond 
Kansas City will be received. 


“LIFE ON THE OCEAN WAVED” 


Jay Gould Refuses to Discuss Labor, but is 
Delighted With His Yacht. 

NEW York, March 27,—[Special.] —Jay 
Gould was in the library of his Fifth avenue 
residence when your correspoudent got into 
his presence. “If you desire to obtain an in- 
terview on the railroad strike,” he said with 
polite Cecision, “save the effort of pertinacity, 
for I positively won'ttalk on that subject for 
pubiication. Whatever isto be said from the 
company’s side of the case, is put out on 
the greund. You must excuse me.” The 
visitor suggested that his views on railroading 
generally would be interesting for the public 
toread. “All right,” Mr. Gould replied, “just 
make me say that if steam yachting in my 
Atalanta could be done by everybody every- 
where, all over the continent, I would sell my 
railroad bheldings at any sacrifice. Suppose 
that canals for the swiftest vessels could be 
dug alongside all the railroads in the country, 
who'd ride any more in cars? I've 
just returned from a crnise in my 
yacht, and the highest luxuries known to land 
transit are discomforts compared with skim. 
ining along, as swiftly as the average train, 
with no cust or jolts. ©, railroads are usefal, 
Lut for purposes of pleasure I shall forever- 
more despise them. And who knows, serious- 
iy, DOW, that some time or other waterways 
sy supersede railroad tracks for fast and 
comfortable travel ? 

An invitation was sent to Jay Gould to-day 
to meet general executive board of Knights 
of Labor with a view submitting the South- 
western railroad difliculties to the arbitra- 
tion committee. Gould acting on the advice 
of the Missouri Pacitic refused to meet the 
board. 

NEW YorRK, March 27.—Master Workman 
Powderly, thisp.m. renewed his request to 
Jay Gould tosubmit questions in relation to 
tie southwestern railroad strikes to the arbi- 
tration committee of seven, three to be chosen 
by the knights, three by the railroads and the 
seventh to be chosen by these six. Gould de- 
cliced to make immediate reply, bat said he 
would lay the matter before the board of di- 
rectorson Monday,

At Jumet, three miles from Charleroi, 
Sadin, Dederbad, Devilles, Jonetand Mondron 
glass works have been looted and destroyed, 
involving alossof 31,000,000,and throwing 
thousands of “people out of employment. At 


Root, twe miles frem Charleroi, in a conflict 
between troops and the rivters, five of the tat- 
ter were shot dead. The strikers are armed 
with bludBeons and axes, where they cannot 
pbtain firearms, and stubbornly resist the 
troops. 

The damage done to property by the strik- 
ers at Charleroi alone already amounts to 
$2,500,000. The strikers have threatened © 
destroy the gis works which supply the city 
with light. Strong reinforcements of troops 
bave been sent to help protectthe city. Lieu- 
tcnant General Van Dem Smisson has been 
sentto Charleroito take command of the 
tioops being assembled there to quell the riot- 
ing. 

A dispatch from Charleroi this evening 
says: A reign of terror prevails in that city. 
The ricters, theusandsin number and armed 
with weapons of every conceivable kind. have 
virtually held possession of the streets all day. 
Many stores and dwellings have been attacked 
and pillaged, and in some cases burned. Mili- 
tary massed iu force here from all neighbor- 
ing points were used today with terrible 
eflect to desperse the rioters, The 
troops as soon as they appeared, were met by a 
mob of strikers and fiercely assailed. The 
finatly,and several 
vellevs were quickly poured into the ranks of 
the strikers. The result was twenty of the 
tioters were killed and hundreds of them 
wounded. The intensest excitement prevails, 
yet the hope is entertained thatthe terrible 
allair will carry with it its lesson. Among the 
buildings burned teday by the mob is the con- 
vent of Soleilmont. 

MIDNIGHT—The city is in a state of the wil- 
cest excitement growing out of the news of 
uprisings and ricts in many parts of Belgium. 
Crowds of roughs are parading the streets of 
this city, breaking windows and assaulting 
eitizens. The police are making the most 
beroic exertions to disperse the mob, which is 
composed of the worst elements of the popula- 
tion. Dispatches trom Charieroi late tonight 
ssy that 4,000 additional troops have arrived 
there, and that the town is in a state of siego.

THE LINES OF THE FIGHT BEING 


The Gossip of Last Week—When the Executive 
Committee Will be Called—The Attitude of 
General Gordon—A Complaint Against 
Collector Crenshaw-Other Notes. 


The state campaign is rapidly shaping up. 
The uncertain and disturbing element at pres- 
ent is the attitude of General Gordon. It is 
probable that there will be several candidates 
in the race who are not yet named. In the 
meantime Messrs. Bacon and Simmons are 


making an active canvass of the state. The | 


latest gossip in the campaign will be found 
below: : 
A COMPLAINT AGAINST COLLECTOR CRENSHAW. 

The friends of Judge Simmons are com- 
plaining atthe attitude of Collector Crenshaw 
and his ceputies inthe race. They have for- 
mulated their complaints and forwarded them 

o-Washington. They declare that he has 
asked his deputies to work actively in their 
verious districts to secure the nomination of 
Hon. A. O. Bacon, and that on these sugges- 

ions the deputies are neglecting the public 
business and giving their time to personal 
politics. Letters have been received by Judge 
Simmons and his friends stating these facts, 
and naming deputies whoare working even out 
of their districts in opposition to Judge Sim- 
mons, The Simmons men say they have no 
Objection tothe position Collector Crenshaw 
takes. but think it is not right for him to use 
his office and influence the men at work under 
him to promote the ambition of any democrat 
as against another democrat, and that they 
intend to see ifthe department at Washing- 
ton does not agree with them. One of the 
points made is that Collector Crenshaw him- 
self has been going about the state with Mr. 
* Bacon. 

WHAT COLLECTOR CRENSHAW SAYS. 

Last night a representative of the ConsrTI- 
TUTION called on Collector Crenshaw at his 
home to obtain his statement in regard to the 
above. Mr. Crenshaw had retired. When he 
met the reporter it was with a puzzled coun- 
tenance. When told ofthe chargesthat had 
been made against him, he said that he could 
not realize it, and could not believe that 
Judge Simmons would do such a thing, or al- 
low any of his officials todo so. He said that 
the news came to him like a flash of light- 
ning from aclear sky. That he had never had 
any intention directly or indirectly in regard 
to it. When asked by the reporter if he was 
opposed to Judge Simmons for governor Mr. 
Crenshaw said that he had no personal ani- 
mosity toward Judge Simmons, that he re- 
garded him asa pure and upright gentle- 
man, and recognized his worth as leader, but 
that between 

JUDGE SIMMONS AND MAJOR BACON, 
on account of Major Bacon being his personal 
friend he preferred Major Bacon, “This,” 
said. Mr.fCrenshaw, “I say, not to parade mv 
preference, but because I think it a right of 
apy man to express his opinions.”’ 

“Have you ever requested any of your dep- 
uties to oppose Judge Simmons for governor?” 
asked the reporter. 

“You may say,” replied Mr. Crenshaw, “that 
JI have never requested any of them to oppose 
Mr. Simmons, and I have never spoken of the 
gubernatorial contest with one of them, unless 
it was brought up in general conversation. 
I may further add that I have heard that 
more than one of my deputies will support 
Judge Simmons. I have more than 87 men 
under me and I have never heard more than a 
dozen express their opinion in regard to the 
campaign.” 

“It is claimed, Mr. Crenshaw, that your dep- 
uties have been working against Judge Sim- 
mons and in Major Bacon’s favor even out of 
their districts.”’ 

“Most certainly that is not true,” said Mr. 
Crenshaw. “Allthe time of my collectors be- 
longs to the government, and 

I REQUIRE THEM 

to devote all their time, talent and energies 
as deputy collectors. And no matter what my 
feelings or inclinations might be, I could not, 
ror would not, allow them to use the time due 
the government to canvass for anyone. I have 
removed some because they failed to devote 
their entire time to their official duties. As 
for their going out of their districts, 
that is only done when they have 
leave of absence, and the 
rule thatfne’collector go out of his‘district with- 
outhe has leave of absence from me, is strictly 
adbered to. 

“Well, they say, too, Mr. Crenshaw, that 
you bave been traveling overthe state with 
Major Bacon. Whatabout that?’ 

“That as well as the rest is absolutely false, 
even without an iotaof substance upon which 
to form a basis. I was sworn into office the 
first of May, 1885. I have worked early and 
jate, long and hard, and there has never been 
an cfficer who has been at his post of duty 
more constantly, or who has worked more 
steadfastly or devotedly than I. For evidence 
of this fact I 

REFER TO MY RECORD 

since I have held the office. You may look to 
the numerous letters and documents of official 
nature that are daily flowing to the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, bearing each and 
every one my own peculiar signature. No 
letter or docament can be found there from 
this office since I have been collector that I 
have not carefully scanned and signed myself. 
All of the special tax stamps are signed, not by 
my deputies, but by myself. But to the point. 
I have never traveled with Major Bacon. Since 
I took my oath of office I have been out 
of the city but three times, and then only for 
a day at each time. Qp last November I was 
absent for two Sdays at Troup superior court; 
in January I went to Columbus on official bus- 
inees, and last Monday, the 22d of March I 
attended court in Heard county. I hada case 
at chambers jbefore Judge Harris, which was 
tried and decided on Tuesday. It is true that 
Major Bacon came there on Tuesday night, 
but I left on Wednesday morning at six 
o’clock. While I was in Franklin I expressed 
a preference as to who I should support for 
governor; for I do not think my holding a 
oe office precludes me from expressing my 

onest opinion. All in all I think,” continued 
Mr. Crenshaw, “that this is the last straw to 
which a drowning man clings.

No date is fixed for 
the ceremonies, and any day that might suit you 
would be entirely convenient to us.

BEAUVOIR, Miss., 25th March, 1886.—R. D. Spald- 
ing, Esqr.—Dear Sir: I have received your letter of 
the 19th inst., and gratefully acknowledge the kind 
terms in which you invite me to attend at the un- 
veiling of the statue of the late Senator Hill.

Mr. Moody and His Work. 

The approaching visit of Dwight L. Mood y 
excites a gratifying degree of interest among 
all classes of our people. The work of this 
great evangelist has made itself felt on both 


_ Sides of the Atlantic. 
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meeting, warned him that exhortation was 
not his forte. The struggling preacher re- 
ceived plenty of discouragement, but he per- 
severed. He resolved that if he could not 
talk he would work. His work educated 
him. He lost his embarrassment and ceased 
to stammer. The long sought gift of lan- 
guage cametohim. His power grew, and 
almost before he knew it he had the world’s 
eat. His plain words went home to the 
business and bosoms of men, and both the 
pulpit and the press rushed to his aid. 

Perhaps our readers would like to know 
something of Mr. Moody’s religious and ed- 
ucational experiments at his native place, 
Northfield, Mass. The institutions at North- 
field are known as the Moody schools. There 

‘is a seminary for girls and one for boys. No 
lazy, disorderly or vicious pupils are admit- 
ted. Besides the regular courses of study 
the pupils have to work. The girls perform 
all the work of a house, while the boys till 
the ground and take care of live stock. 
Wages are paid for extra work. A: writer 
in Harper’s Magazine says of the Northfield 
schools: 

Unquestionably the education of average boys 
must include the training of the muscles as well as 
of the brain. Already the industrial school is 
called for as the correlative of the public school. 
And asthe old apprenticeship sygtem is now ex- 
tinct, school training of the musclésin the practice 
of handicrafts must take its place. Mr. Moody has 
adopted for his boys the best of all the arts, that of 
tilling the soil. The old Jegrish practice of giving 
every boy a trade has muchto commend it, and as 
we have inherited so much from Judaism, it might 
be wise to claim that part of our heritage too. * 
* * Theschoolis the product of Mr. Moody’s con- 
victions, and his conviction of the need of a Chris- 
tian basis of all education is thoroughly sound, 
But Mr. Moody’s Christianity is not of the make- 
believe sort. Holding that Christ’s word is the law 
of life for men, he makes it the supreme lawin the 

training of boys and girls. And is he not in this 

altogether right? 


It will be seen that this experiment is di- 
rectly in the line of Mr. Moody’s outside 
work, and we feel assured even this brief 
outline will cause our readers to feel a still 
Ceeper interest in this good man and his la- 
bors. This striving after practical results 
dominates Mr. Moody’s career. With him 
it is not enough to stir the emotions. He is 
not sure of a man’s head and heart until he 
sees his hand engaged in serving God and 
man. 

With Mr. Moody comes Mr. Sankey, the 
sweet singer, whose songs have melted the 
hearts of hundreds of thousands. Two 
more harmonious workers were never found 
together in the same harness. Each is great 
in hisown particular sphere, and together 
they are irresistible. Atlanta will gladly 
welcome them within her gates. 


A Funny Bugaboo. 
Charleston appears to be more or less affect- 
ed by a tremendous bugaboo in the shape of 
the change of gauge shortly to take place on 
the southern roads. At any rate, a South 
Carolinian recently informed the correspond- 
ent of a western newspaper that the south- 
ern railway gauge was a great factor in di- 
verting cotton from North Carolina and up- 
per South Carolina to Charleston. The cor- 
respondent was furthermore assured that the 
new adjustment of the gauge will have no 
excuse for running cotton to the coast at all. 

At this distance such talk seems to be the 
height of silliness. We suppose there never 
was a day when Charleston’s importance as 
acotton market depended on a railroad 
gauge. Cotton goes to both Savannah and 
Charleston because these ports are natural 
trade outlets. A great deal of the cotton 
that goes there finds its way direct to Ea- 
rope, and the rest finds cheap water freights 
to northern and eastern ports. The change 
of gauge will benefit both ports; certainly it 
will not injure them.

A Question of Management. 

George Alfred Townsend, the well known 
newspaper correspondent, has been stirring 
around in South Carolina, and as usual, finds 
a great many interesting things to write 
about. He heard a great many complaints 
in regard to negro labor, but he shrewdly 
concludes from observation and information 
that the negro works well for those who 
manage him with any degree of energy. In 
other words, the man who knows how to 
conduct his own affairs and is wise enough 
to give every detail of his business his own 
personal supervision, has no fault to find 
with negro labor; while the man who trusts 
to luck and manages in a hap-hazard way, 
finds that the negro is anything but trust- 
worthy. 

No doubt this is the secret of the conflict 
of opinion on this subject, which was lately 
demonstrated in the columns of the Augusta 
Chronicle. Our Augusta contemporary, it 
will be remembered, asked the opinions of a 
great many farmers in regard to negro labor. 
The result showed that the most radical dif- 
ferences exist on this subject. Some de- 
clared that negro labor was utterly worth- 
less, and gave it as their opinion that the 
country would goto the dogs very rapidly 
unless there was a change; while others were 
as firmly convinced that negro labor is the 
very best for the south, and the bestin the 
world, all things considered. There must 
be some reason for this extraordinary differ- 
ence of opinion—and there can hardly be a 
doubt that good management, or the lack of 
it, is at the bottom of it. 


Public and Private Enterprise. 
More has been done for Atlanta by private 
enterprise and less by public enterprise, than 
any city of like population in the country. 
The citizen has been relied on for everything 
—the city for very little. In the laying of 
sidewalks the citizen has had to bear the 
whole cost, and even in the paving of streets 
one-third of the cost. 
The city is bound up by constitutional and 
charter limitation. The state constitution 
prohibits any city from issuing bonds for 
more than 7 per cent of its assessed realty. 
Atlanta is still over this limit. Her debt is 
$2,213,000. Her realty assessment for this 
year will reach $30,000,000, and 7 per cent of 
this is $2,100,000. The debt is reduced every 
year $25,000, and the assessed values increase 
annually from one to three millions, So that 
in two or three years Atlanta will be clearly 
beyond the constitutional limit, and have a 
growing margin. The charter prohibition 
can be removed by the legislature whenever 
the people desire it and the council request it. 
In this day of cheap money a reasonable 
public debt is easily carried. It is foolish 
for an unfinished city, such as Atlanta, in 
pressing need of liberal appropriations, to 
force the immediate payment of her debt. 
She might safely and easily carry a debt of ten 
per cent of her assessable value. An issue 
of $100,000 in bonds would have insured the

But when Atlanta 
has passed the constitutional limit the char- 
ter shouid not be allowed to stand in the 
way of wise and liberal appropriations for at 
least helping out the enterprises that hereto- 
fore have depended entirely upon private 
subscription.

HERE is a peculiar decision under the Kan- 
sas prohibition law, which may in some shape 
come up asa precedent one of these days to 
affect the liquor traffic in other states. The 
St. Louis Republican says that the plainti(f, 
Samuel Bowman Distilling company, of St. 
Louis. sold a lot of liquors to A. R. Nutt, a 
saloonkeeper of Atchison, on a credit of ninety 
days, and whea the time had elapsed and the 
purchase money was demanded the defendant, 
Nutt, refused to pay, and in defense 
pleaded that the sale was a violation 
of the laws of Kansas; that the liquor 
was sold by the plaintiff knowing that the de- 
fendant wanted it to sell again in the state 
coutrary to the statute; and, therefore, as the 
transaction was illegal, the plaintiff could not 
recover. The lower court sustained this view 
and gave the defendantjudgment with costs, 
The plaintiff took the case to the supreme 
court of the state and there met with better 
fortune; that tribunal reversed the judgment 
of the lower court dnd rémanded the case with 
instructions to render judgment in favor of the 
plaintiff, The supreme court holds that the 
sale of liquors was made in Missouri and was 
valid under the laws of that state; and though 
the plaintiff had constructive knowledge that 
the defendant wanted them to sell again 
in violation of the laws of Kansas, this did 
not make the plaintiff, in any lawful sense, a 
party to the violation. It sold the liquors to 
the defendant in the same manner and on the 
same terms he sold to others. It did not pack 
them so as to evade the law and conceal their 
character; it packed and shipped them in the 
usual way. “It may be urged,” says the court, 
“that knowledge alone by the vendor of the 
intended unlawful use of the property by the 
vendee should defeat the vendor’s action 
against the vendee for the purchase price of 
the goods sold and delivered; but the great 
weight of authorities is on the other side, and 
we have chosen. to follow the authorities, 
knowledge alone is not sufticient.”

General Gossip and Editorial Short Stops 
Caught on the Ran. 
Frankly, itlooked at first as if it would be @ 


bore. 

You see, there were 526 pages—advance sheets— 
tied up with a string. It was called “Ashes of 
Hopes,” not a very reassuring title you will admit. 
It was written by a young lady, Miss Julia Flisch. 
Now, when a young lady spreads the ashes_of hopes 
over five hundred pages, and one of her friends 
begs you to do him the favor of strolling through 
that appurently arid waste, you begin to wonderif 
life isreally worth living. 


I had known the young lady only as a deep-eyed, 
pale-faced little girl, who used to hang about the 
stairsof her father’s confectionery shop, and with 
a grave air watch the college boys flirt, over ices, 
with the spring-chickens of Athens or build up 
large ambitions on the cheap side of a plate of 
cream. Even then I used to think the little girl 
was over grave for her years, and that she 
glowered at us from her serene perch 
on the stairway as if she would 
like to sprinkle some of the ashes of hopes 
jn the claret, which, with a great affectation of 
dissipation, we were wont to mix with 
powdered sugar and lemon peel. But 
it was a delightful place—that old 
German house—half shop and half home—with 
its cuckoo clock and its little round tables, and 
above all the sturdy and lovable German couple 
that presided over its destinies. How many ro- 
mances were woven in its sunny rooms, aud how 
many courtships begun in its sociable atmospuere 
and ended in the long, shady walks that led tu 
aud fromit. Backward must have been the col- 
lege-boy that did not court at least one gir! in 
every corner of its every gable, and lucky the 
epring-chicken, as the girls of Athens were called 
in those halcyon days,that had not been challenged 
for love on every square,foot of its spacious floors. 
As for the ashes of hopes they must be 
lying now an inch deep a!) over the house, unless, 
indeed, they climbed with other motes up the 
slanting sunbeams and were kindled into new 
l%e. Hard must be the heart of ,the collegian of 
those days that does not soften, as it thinks of all 
that was and all that might have been, at Flisch’s. 


I think it was some such thoughts as these that 
led me tonight to take up the forbidding budget in 
the determination to read the three chapters eés- 
pecially commended. It was § o’clock when I be- 
genit. Itisnow nearly daylight, and I have just 
finished the last page. Chapter after chapter 
held me with absorbing interest. After 
the first ten pages, I settled down fora night of it 
and not once did thestory flag. Ido not .trust 
myselfnow tosay that Miss Flisch has wriltena 
great book, but she has written a wonderfnily 
good book. Few women of our day have written a 
better one. It isequal to Mrs. Burnett’s, ‘‘That 
Lass O’ Lowries”’ and in only minor points short of 
Mrs. Woolson’s “‘Anne.” Asa first book itis re- 
markable. In its clearness of statement it reminds 
one of Wilkie Collins, andits somewhat complex 
plot is unfolded with singular {discretion and 
power. The book will make a stir, and will put a 
new and charming auitoress on the lists. As I 
think it overI am ashamed of the doubts wilh 
which 1 approached it. 


I recall at this writing one peculiarity of the 
book. Itis without a suggestion of humor. From 
first to last there is not a fiash of wit—no induce- 
ment to smile, nor even the justification of a smile, 
The style is so lucid and pleasant that there is 
nothing oppressive in even 526 pages of seriousness. 
Nothingsis more depressingjthan an attempt 
to be witty without the aptitude,and Miss Flisch has 
probably worked wisely within her limitations. 
She has produced a book that will honor Georgia 
and illustrate her sex, and we will all'be proud of 
it when it is fairly upon the world. Nothing about 
the book is better than its dedication to the father 
and mother of the young authoress, of whom she 
should be as proud as they will unquestionably 
be of her when her ship comes in. 


The savings-bank department of the Gate City 
National has proved, as we predicted, a success. 
In less than a year its savings deposits have grown 
above $60,000, and are increasingrapidly. A better 
favings-bank could not be had. The Gate City Na- 
tional is backed by United States bonds,‘and is the 
government depository at this point, which sub- 
jects it to the strictest scrutiny. There is no reason 
whyiits savings deposits should not reach a million 
dollars. 

The case of Gus Akers, the negro who was sen- 
enced to the penitentiary for life for stealing two 
dollars’ worth of cotton, and which was men- 
tioned in this column last Sunday, has been be- 
fore the governor and the sentence has been ended 
by pardon. Three men were sentenced for life for 
stealing this cotton—one died in stripes, the second 
was pardoned, and the third having served eigh- 
teen years is pardoned outa broken down o!d man. 
Touching this matter a state official says: ‘‘The law 
of ’65 which made burglary in the night time pun- 
ishable by death is considered barbarous. But it 
was certainly necessary when passed. The war 
had justended. The negroes had just been freed. 
The country was full of stealing-bummers. Civil 
law was barely re-established. Thousands of women 
and children were living unprotected in disman- 
tled houses. ‘Strict laws were essential. This law 
was repealed in three years and fortunately only 
one man was executed under it.’”’ Of the many 
who were sentenced for life, only one prisoner re- 
mains in the penitentiary besides Gus Akers, and 
his case will be fully examined. 


On the question of pardons Governor McDaniel 
says: ‘‘It iscurious what small things give a pris- 
oner hope. In visiting the penitentiary camps, 
convicts are frequently brought up to talk to me. 
Usually no allusion is made totheir sentence, but 
they invariably leave my presence with the hope 
that they will be pardoned. The keepers say no 
matter how depressed a prisoner may be,-a talk 
with some one in authority littsihem up and in- 
spires them with hope,”’ 

“The peculiar susceptibility of prisoners to any 
omen orrumor,”’ the governor said, “I saw illus- 
trated when I was confined at Johnson’s island 
during the war. We were very gloomy 
one morning, and being without news 
did not know how long we were 
to be keptin prison nor what was to be our fate. 
Many thought we might be held as prisoners of 
war even after the war had closed. While we were 
brooding over the situation, a fellow prisoner en- 
tered and said he had a queer dream the night be- 
fore. He said: ‘I dreamed I sawa narrow court 
with a long row of trees. Under eaeh tree was 
sitting an old gray headed man. Finally, 
one of the old men rose from his seat and 
hobbled over to the next old man 
and asked ifhe knew how old those trees were. 
‘Forty years old,’ said the other old man; ‘they 
were planted two years after we were put in here.’ 
As the dreamcr reached this point,the whole prison 
bounced him, and he never finished telling his 
dream. But many along night afterward many a 
poor fellow’s hard cot was haunted by the memory 
of those old graybeards sitting so patiently under 
the trees.”’ 


“Pave our streets and flood them wit pure 
water,” said a large taxpayer, ‘“‘and Atlanta will 
grow as fast as she ought to grow. One of her very 
strongest pointsis the delightful home she offers. 
To a climate thatis charming every month in the 
year, good schools, churches and society, we need 
only add c)ean streets and pure water,and we have 
a’l that a city is obliged to have.”’ 


‘Your appeal for help for Grant park,” this gen- 
tleman continued, “isin the right direction. We 
should beautify our city and its suburbs. Public 
buildings are not better investments than public 
parks. Atlanta ought by all means tosecure the state 
fair end provide suitable grounds. If ourcity can be 
made as beautiful as she is busy, and offer as much 
pleasure as she does business her future will be 
assured. In the meantime she needs a public sen- 
timent broad enough to declare that the palatial 
houre now occupied by the Capitol City club, and 
the palatial house about to be built for the Y. M. 
C. A, are both good in their way, and that each 


| properly administered will redound to the good 


and the glory of Atlanta.” 


A movement of the Peachtree street property 
owners is notable in this connection. An associa” 
tion has been formed for the beautifying of the 
street. Each resident contributes an amount 
which is disbursed 
lected by the 
can only be spent for trees, flowers, foun- 
tains or the ornamentation of the street. The 
committee will attempt to secure uniformity in 
fences, in treee-planting, in lawns. The move- 
ment meets with great favor, and the co-operation 
of every resident will @oubtless be secured. If so 
the street will become one of the handsomest in 
the country. 


“‘The proposition of the State agricultural society 
to locate the fair permanently in Atianta,”’ said Mr. 
C. W. Hunnicutt, “is not thoroughly understood- 
The society proposes to buy its location—say 100 
acres. The $50,000 asked from the city is to be used 
in erecting buildings and beautifying the grounds 
It will be really like spending $50,000 on a park, 
the site for which is given us, besides securing tho 
fair.” 

“Can the money be raised?’ 

“Certainly. The fair will bring $100,000 annually 
into the city. The society will use the grouads only 
two weeks in the year. In the spring and fall they 
can be used for racing. The mile track will 
draw the best horses, and give ug good racing. 

‘The Jersey sales can be had atthe grounds, and 
special exhibits, such as poultryfand bench shows 
will come as a matter of course. The grounds 
will always pea park-like resort for the people, 
andif therociety establishes an experimental farm, 
as itis likely to do, it will be loeatedthere. At- 
lanta should not miss this chance.”’ 

“Cannot the city eppropriate money to the 
fund?’ 

“It can give the $15,000 paid for the old fair 
grounds. Whenever the agricultural society has 
bought suitable grounds, within three miles of the 
depot, the city can use that $15,000 for improving 
ther. The railroads ought to give $10,000. The 
rer aining $25,060 can be raised by private subscrip- 
tion.’” Mr. Gramling will call the committee to- 
gether during next week and decide on the best 
course to pursue. 


Mr. Allison Greene, of Wylly & Greene, says: 
‘Here is doubtful evidence for Atlanta. She is the 
third largest snuff market in the world. London 
comes first, New York next, and Atlanta third, 
Lorillard sold 308,000 pounds of snuff in this city 
last year, and other makers about 150,000 pounds, 
One house here sold 66,000 pounds. In Macon, Lor- 
illard sold 175,000 pounds. As the snuff retails at 
five cents an ounce or eighty cents a pound you 
will see that Atlanta’s sales alone cost the enor- 
mous sum last year of $360,000. Macon’s sale per- 
haps added half as much and the other cities of 
the state as much as Macon. This would make 
$720,000 worth of snuff annually sold in Georgia,’’ 

“What becomes of it all?’’ 

“I don’t Know. I reckon it is used for sneezing.

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THE EAST TENNESSEE TO BE SOLD. 


Judge Pardee Signs a Decree Ordering Its 
Sale. 


Judye D°n A, Pardee yesterday signed the 
decree of foreclosure and sale of the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad. 

The sale of the road will take place before the 
25th of May, 1886. 

The readers of THE CONSTITUTION are familiar 
with the facts in the case against the road. Abont 
the 15th day of June, 1581, the road executed and 
delivered to the Central Trust company, of New 
York, as trustee, a certain deed of trust and mort- 
gage, whereby it granted, bargained and sold and 
transferred to the trust company a large portion of 
their property to secure the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest of certain bonds issued 
by the East Tennessee road to the amount of 

22,600,000. The bonds bear date of the Ist day of 
July, 1880, each for the sum of €1,000. The road 
issued and sold fourteen thousand six hundred 
and seventy-four of the twenty-two thousand 
bonds. The road failed to pay interest on the 
bonds when it fell due on the first day of Jannary, 
lteS. On the first day of July, 1855, and the first 
day of January, 1586, there was nothing paid. 

The Trust company brought suit against the 
roed, and the case was heard before Judge Baxter, 
at Knoxville, Tennessee, who decided in favor of 
the complainants. 

Jucge Pardee signed the decree yesterday. and 
there is now no hope for the road. _ It will ne sold 
in one parcel, under the direction of William Ruie, 
special masterin chancery ofthe United States 
court of the eastern district of Tennessee, without 
Sppnesemnens, and without the benefit of any stay, 
valuation, redemption or relief, to satisfy the 
ameunts due, the costs and expense of proceeding. 
At tne sale the complainants. or any of the parties 
to the suit, may become the purchaser or purchas- 
ers. Theralewill beat public auction, in Knox- 
ville. Thespecial master shall accept no bids for 
a sum less than $10,000,000, or from any bidder who 
shall not, atthe time of sale, deposit $100,000 in 
money as a pledge of good faith. 

Judge Pardee added: ‘And it is further consid- 
erec ordered and decreed that this decree shall be 
so construed as that all claims and interventions 
how pending in this cause in this court, and here- 
tofore or hereafter declared by this court to be lien 
on said property, prior in right to the said mort- 
gege, and aji costs allowed by this court shal! be 
paid by said purchasers in addition to all other 
£ums in said original decree specified.”’

There is nothing new or specially interesting to 
say of the market this week, the active demand for 
all good investments continuing. The labor troubes 
in the west seems to Stimulate rather than depress 
prices of securities in that locality, and are with- 
out apparent effect in ether quarters, except Wail 
street, where ups and downs are easily produced by 
almost anything toucliing values of speculative 
stocks and bonds. 

The most surprising and remarkable transaction 
in funding operations of recent date was the plac- 
ing of a loan of $2,250,000 by the State of Ohio last 
Wednesday at 2.78 interest. These bonds have an 
average of ten years to run, re taken by Mr. 
Albert Netter, a prominent security broker of Cin- 
cinnati. 

The lowest rate at which any loan of this char- 
acter has heretofore been placed was3 per cent, 
but if rates continue to fall people will be offering 
their money after awhile for nothing if the bor- 
rower will pay the tax on it. 

Local securities are without change of comse- 
quence, except Georgia railroad stock, which con- 
tinues to advance, and by many investors is booked 
for 200 before the advance is stopped. This looks 
like a giddy figure, but at 200 the stock will net5 
per cent—a better rate than almost any first-class 
security to be had. 

In the money centers bank balances are grad- 
ually falling offand rates advancing, though ample 
accommodations can be had on good paper or col- 
latterals very cheap.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The Supreme Court Decides an Important 
Question of the Liability of Railroads. 

One of the most important decisions ever 
delivered in Georgia was delivered 
by the supreme court last Tuesday. 
The court overruled two former decisions that 
were not unanimous, and by the unanimous 
decision of last week practically made a new 
law for Georgia. Mr. J. J. Falvey shipped 
two lots of brooms by the Georgia railroad to 
Wilmington, North Carolina. The brooms 
were damaged by the road connecting with 
the Georgia, Mr. Falvey sued the Georgia 
railroad for the loss and his case was laid be- 
fore Justice Henry Tanner, of Atlanta, who 
decided in favor of Mr, Falvey. The superior 
court reversed Justice Tanner and the case 
went to the supreme court, In 
the 42d and 44th Georgia re- 
ports the supreme court by divided opinions, 
boldsthat a railroad is not liable if it delivers 
goods to its connecting line in good order. 
Judge Warner, when on the bench, dissented 
from those opinions. At last the supreme 
court has come with a unanimous decision on 
the line of Judge Warner, holding that a road 
is liable under any and all circumstances for 
the safe delivery of the freight at its destina- 
tion. This radical change will enable suits 
to be filed and maintained at the shipping 
point, no matter where the goods are lost. 
Su Mr. Falvey won his case. He was repre- 
sented by Broyles & Johnson, Mr. Johnson 
worked very faithfully on the case, which he 
intended should be a test case. Hooper Alex- 
anderand J. B. Cumming represented the 
109d, Time bas shown that the decision re- 
yorted in the 42d Georgia was not calculated 
tospeed the cause of justice.

New York, March 27.—[{Special Correspon- 
dence.]—Thé Japanese contingent in America 
is sore over the “Mikado,” it appears. That 
opera is regarded as a burlesque of people and 
potentate. And what do you think it is pro- 
posed todo? Nothing less than to proiuco a 
genuine Japanese tragedy here in English 
under the patronage of the Japanese embassy 

A play has been brought over. Mr. Bob 
Miles, of the Bijou, has offered to produce it 
and arrangements. are making to costume it 
regally. 

I believe this tragedy ian the original plays 
four days. But I believe it has been cut down 
to four hours, it being a pleasing notion of the 
projector that public tastes have been educated 
uptothe point of entire indifference to time 
by the German opera thie winter.

Another ripple of sensation has been caused 
by Kate Field’s desperate announcement to 
lecture on polygamy—this time with illustra- 
tions. Think of that. Illustrations—from 
life—photographs I suppose, of polygamy. 
Ien't this pushing a mission into the reign of 
thefanatomical musoum? I believe it was this 
rash woman’s original intention to exhibit 
living examples of polygamy and monogamy.

Some one with 
a “daring imagination now seriously proposes 
to the government of the stock exchange that 
a new exchange shall be erectedon the roofs 
of most of the buildings standing on the sime 
block. At that height, of course, the exchange 
would consist of only one _ story; 
the roof would be mainly of 
glass; there would be gravel walks, 
fountains and parterres of flowers recalling the 
hanging gardens of ancient Babylon. The 
project really finds favor with many shrewd 
men: it seems no more absurd than the ide. 
of elevated railroads appeared at first. Itisa 
tradition in Wall street that in—1792, twenty- 
four brokers met undera button wood tree in 
front of what is now 60 Wali street and Isid 
the foundation of the present exchange, 
though in those times the business was chiefly 
done at the cheery old Toultine coffee house, 
at the corner of Wall and Water streets. In 
1:17, the New York stock and exchange board 
was formally orgamized, and the members met 
in the old Merchant’s exchange, from which 
they were driven by the great fire of 1585; at 
one time they met at 47 Wall street aud later 
in the builing of the old Courier and Enquirer 
of which General James Watson Webdb was 
cditor; in 1842 they returned to the new Mer- 
chants’ exchange, which is now the custom- 
house. The exchange was then a close corpo- 
ration and tried to keep its transactions se- 
eret. About 1837 the Open Board of Brokers 
Was Organized and failed to force itself on the 
ulder body, though itis related that zealous 
nembers of the younger organization cut 
away the beams and dug out the bricks of the 
regular board room, inorder to ascertain how 
the market was going. In 1865 a second open 
board was organized, the first having failed 
ard the Jater organization brought the old fogy 
body to terms; the two united and now the 
Stock Exehange numbers 11.000 members. 
From the buttouwood tree of 1792 to the rial 
Rabylonian palace of business now proposed, 
isa big stride upward, but if necessary, the 
New York stock broker will prove equi! 
to the occasion. 

A speculation in coffee will sirike many as « 
strange sort of business venture, yet a large 
speculation in Rio coffee is now in progress, 
and may lead to results more interesting than 
pleasant to the commercial combatants en- 
gaged therein. The leading “bull” is Presi- 
cent Siegfried Gruner, of the cotton exchange, 
who came originally from Bremen years ago 
aid began his business lite as a clerk for a 
broker in a foreign exchange, and who is well 
known in German circles of society in New 
York, being a member of the German club and 
Liederkianz society, not to mention the Ameri- 
can Jockey club. He is said to hold over 109,- 
COO bags, or nearly 15,000,000 pounds, of Rio 
coffee, partly in actual merchandise and partly 
in options. The market has declined ma- 
terially since he entered upon the specu- 
lation, but he stands by his venture with Teu- 
tonic determination. W. H. Crossman & Co., 
of Wall street, are his allies in the speculation, 
holding abont as large a quantity as the 
round-faced and jolly Siegfried Gruner. Op- 
posed to them are the Arbuckle Brothers, who 
have the largest establishment in this count¥y 
for roasting coffee: it is located in Brooklyn, 
and there they roast no less than 750,099 bags 
of coffee in a year, or approximately 100,009,- 
6CO pounds. John Arbuckle is worth 32,009,- 
C00, and his brother Charles has a fortune 
noarly as large. They both came to New 
York from Pittsburg about fifteen years ago, 
and in this brief space of time have made the 
bulk of their large fortunes by so simp!e a mat- 
ter—jet panting geniuses hear - it—as roasting 


cofice. One of the well-known members of 


the coffee trade here is Joseph J. O’Donohue, 
who has a fortune of at least $2,000,000, 
and who is, moreover, president of the 
Brooklyn Ferry company and of the 
American Order of Hibenians, a 
the Manhattan and Down Town ciubs and one 
of the stockholdersin the New York Sun. 
Littieis now heard of B. G. Arnold, who was 
known asthe “Coffee King.” About six years 
eco he orgarized aciique and sought to ad- 
vance the price of coffee very materially; he 
himself held about 100,000 bags of the Bra- 
zilliam berry. He was ruined with the rest of 
the clique by adecline of 5 cents a bag in the 
price. He bad in his wealthy daysa fine man- 
sion inNew York and a splendid country seat 
at Oak Point, nearthe metropolis; his social 
expenses were £70,000 a year; his fortune wus 
$1,500,000:he is still a member of the chamber 
of commerce, as well as the Down Town club 
for merchants, lecated in Pine street, and also 
of the Union League. Heisaman embittered, 
not subdued, by mistortune, and has a son a 
Yale graduate and now a eoffee broker, who 
inkerits none of his ability. 

The great wheat speculation to which I 
lately referred is ata higher tide than ever. 
Philip D. Armour, who, in 1349 drove a six- 
mule team across the plains to reach the New 
E'dorado after having been reared in Water- 
town, N. ¥., who sells $60,000,000 worth of 
food product in a year and has 5,000 menfon his 
pay roll, now holds, itis said, about 5.010,090 
busbels of wheat, while Baron Weerishatier 
Las tearly six million. The big ‘‘bears” in 
Chicago lately tried to frighten New York 
operators by a report that these two large 
boléers of wheat were secretly selling, but 
these proved to be no foundation for 1t. 
Benry Clewes recently sold 2,000,000 bushels 

more at a moderate profit, and 
taker, James Rh. Keene’s old 
broker. sold a willion, In referring 
to the speculation in wheat “options,” it is of 
interest to observe that Liverpoul has adapted 
asystem of option trading in wheat by which 
she hepes to become the clearing honse fur the 
whest commerce of the world, displacing New 
York and Chicago ut ove feil blow, and making 
even London a sceond rate market. in Lon- 
don, however, merchants are considering the 
advisability of adopting the American system 
of option trading.

cc ntinental rate war have for a while thrown 
into the shade the question of rates on dressed 
beef, which is a most important one fot tae 
western states, and should certainly not be let 
up on by the representative newspap2rs of the 
reat western cities. Shipments of 
beef eastward have increased nearly tenfold 
in the last five years, while live cattle ship- 
ments have deceeased 65 oe. . Coes. 
The importation of live cattle into the 
eastern states, except that of New York, has 
almost ceased, and it is maintained in New 
York state only by the imprudent and ©>r- 
tupting practices of the owners of the stock- 
yards along the trunk lines, who derive im- 
mcnee profits from the feeding and watering 
of live eattle in transit, All these men are 
trunk line directors or friends of theirs. Tie 
trunk lines don’t make auything out of the 
stockyards, but these smart gentlemen 4», 
and all those whodefend the live cattle traffic 
in the state of New York must be in 
partnership with them orin their pay. Toe 
argue that beef killed in Chicago, St. Louts, 
Cincinnati or Kansas City is not killed as well 
as it is in New York, and doesn’t reach the 
butcher’s knife in as good condition as it does 
here, is humbug. Cattle can gain nothing by 
being tossed in a car for an extra thousand 
miles, with barely any food or protection from 
the inclemency of the weather. Besides, if the 
butchers of New York are superior workmen, 
they can go west anil will certainly be wel- 
come there. If most of the pork packing, ham 
curing, lard making and flour milling is done 
west there is no reason why beef butchering 
should not be done west too, especially as no 
piece of beef is fit to eat unless it has been hung 
for at least a week or ten days, and there is 
nQ reason why the refrigerator car should not 
do part of this work. This question of 
dressed beef transportation means millions of 
dollars earhed by the western producer and 
niilhens of dollars saved by the eastern con- 
sumer, 

There seems to be something funny going 
on between Mr. John W. Mackay and Mr. 
James Gordon Bennett in regard to the 
Mackay-Bennett cable. There have been 
more than once reports—or rather whisper3s— 
that Mr. Bennett did not wish or did not find 
himself able to pay his share of the cable ex- 
penses, and that Mr. Mackay had consequently 
secpred some kind of a lien on the revenues of 
the Herald and on Bennett’s share of the cable. 
Whether there was or was not any truth in this 
report, it seems to be certain that the rela- 
tions between the two gentlemen have not 
been particularly warm of late, and if club 
gossip is to be relied upon Mr. Mackay, after 
requesting Mr. Bennett several times to come 
tO a settlement, and not receiving satisfaction, 
decided to go and interview Mr. Bennett in 
Europe. He accordingly started on Saturday, 
a fortnight ago, for Europe, andon the Tues- 
day following a cable dispatch announced 
that Mr. Bennett, in his yacht Namouna, left 
the Mediterranean for the Indian ocean antl 
other parts nnknown, 60 that Mr. Mackay will 
have a sweet time in trying to catch him. 

Friends of Mr. J. W. Mackay say that upon 
his return from Europe he will enter his two 
sons at Harvard and take up his residence in 
Boston for thetimeof his boys’ curriculum. 
Mr. John W. is not a very populer man in New 
York and heevidently does not care about 
popularity. But it must be acknowledged 
that everything he does he does it in the most 
business like and unostentatious manner. 

Mr. Herbert, of Muckross, the owner of the 
famous lakes of Killarney, said afew days 
ago, in speaking of the power of boycotting, 
that it Wasan absurdly dangerous weapon and 
told the following story to illustrate his point:

duce the article ata much lower cost. They 
were delighted with the idea, but upon his 
atking if they would undertake to turo all 
their milk in they became frightened and 
said: “Yes, if something should not happen to 
make them boycott us for doing so.”’ The con- 
sequence, of course, was that the creamery 
was not built and the butter business has 
burstup. Acaseof boycotting in New York 
last week greatly endangered the anusement 
prospects of the juvenile population. 
Madison Square garden was being fitte 
tor the reception of Barnum’s circus. 
mittee waited upon the managers and stated 
that unless Barnum ceased to advertise in the 
New York Tribune, which had been boycotted, 
the carpenters would not be allowed to work.

_Bisheys are, forthe most part, dependent upon 


the loity for the means to earry on their work;and 
the laity usually give, pot from principle, but from 
impulse and preferepee. Hence, a bishop who 
caters to popular taste and prejudice will be nrore 
likely to be the recipient of gifts and offerings than 
he who pursnes the line of duty, as he eonscien- 
Uously sees it, without regard to what people 
think or peopie say. There are few ecclesiastical 
tia’s which are not the subjects of 
popular interest in themselves, or which 
co not involye principles which enlist 
bopulsr favor or prejudice on the one side or the 
Oller. Hence, it is to be feared that in these trials 
the care is rarely decided on its merit in the first 
instance, and when the bishop comes to review 
the testimony, if a rehearing is requested, he is 
the victim otf influences which seriously interfere 

With that calm, dispassionate jadgment which can 
&one secure justice. The bishop is not exposed to 
there intlueuces because he is a bishop, but 
becevse he is aman: and the degree to which he 
in ‘GS to them depends upon what sort of a man 
i¢ 18, and how far be siirs up and ipcreases by de- 
VOtion and a holy life the grace which has given 
him by the laying on of hands in consecration. 
The orders of the sacred ministry represent the 
three offices of Christ—the Diaconate, the teaching 
or prophetic office;the Presbyterate, the priesily 
or facrificral office; aud the Epis- 
copate, the kingly and dicial 
of:ce. The bi-hop should see to ft with seru- 
pulous Care, that in his exercise of hisoftice he 
copies, as far as human intirmity will permit, the 
characteristics of His administraiion of justice 
Which God reveals in His Holy Word for His sery- 
ais’ imitation. Two things. above all others, God 
repeats and insists upon: first, that He sits on the 
throne judging right; and, secondly, that He is no 
re: pecter of persons. Itis to the credit of our 
Fpi:copate thatin the very delicate and difficul: 
position which they cccupy, and in the 
midst of so many and conflicting interests 
among which they are compelled to move 
and act, its members haye won for thent- 
selves, almost without exception, so high a place 
in the confidence and esteem of all classes of so- 
ciety, 

\e are pleading, however, that bishops are but 
mep, and church courts and church trials ought 
to be as jealously guarded against the intrusion of 
the human elements of prejudice and _ passion, 
which pervert justice, as are those of the state. 
lience the bishop’s relation to a trial ought to be 
very ierupulouals considered, and protected in 
ihe canous, in order that he may be no more 
exposed to the shadow of a _ supicion that 
he is personally interested in a case than 
is a lay-jtdge by the wise provision of our 
laws and the still sterner and more salutary de- 
mar ds of professional etiquette. 

It would be easy for us totillustriate and prove the 
truth ofall we have stated from the melancholy 
records of the past. Almost every ecclesiastical 
trial hes premes to be a wretched miscarriage of 
justice, and been the prolific source of evil to bish- 
op, Clergy, and people. Butit is needless. Cases 
are too painfully pear us in our experience, and 
present to our thoughts, to require 
mention. The evil which we deplore arises 
largely from our vicious judicial and 
disciplinary system. Let us address ourselves vig- 
orously and persistently toits reform. Let us re- 
cast and reform ourcanons on this subject, and 
provice for a change of yenue: for an appeliate 
court; for an amended course of procedure 
\hroughout; for assessors learned inthe law. Let 
us relieve our bishops from the distressing pos!- 
tien into which they are forced, and bring in, 
when propriety suggests, others, free from all sus- 
picion of bias or prejudice, to actin their place. 
Let us, with one mind and heart, bishops, clergy 
and yeople, labor with all our might tosecure for 
cur church a system of canon law which will pro- 
vide, es far as practicable, that justice shall be 
done though the heavens fall.
